For the seven years last past I have had the 
honor of representing in congress, as a democrat, 
the people of the third district of Georgia. Dur- 

ing my services here I have had frequent occa- 
* gions to investigate, to discuss and Lo vote upon 
pubiic measures, and representing, as I do, a dis- 
trict whose most important industry is agriculture, 
quite naturally I have devoted muah attention and 
thought to the existing and proposed laws which 
directly relate to or affect those ¢ ngaged therein. 
One at allacquainted with the legisiation of the 
jJast twenty-five years must be impressed with the 
fact that very much of it has been tm favor of 
classes at the expens? of the masses of the people. 
Class legislation is wrong—that is, any law whit h 
grants to one person or class of persons the rights, 
advantages and privileges which may not be en- 
joyed by every other person or class of pt rsons 13 
unjust, and violates the fundamental princi- 
ple of democratic government— “equal- 
ity.” When you contribute your money in 
the way of taxes to support the government, you 
do not do so in order that special favors or privi- 
leges shall be granted to anybody, but you do so in 
order that the government, honestly and €conomi- 
cally administered, may be enabled to discharge 
ita functions granting “equal rights to all, and 
special privileges to hone. 
THE FARMERS INVESTIGATING. 

The departure from these well understood and 
just principles has resuited in giving usa rica 
government, but making Us a poor people. A few 
have built up immense fortunes, but the masses 
are poor. The rich grow richer, the poor grow 
poorer. The burdens of those in debt are made 
heavier and the value of fixed incomes is increased. 
Itis not surprising then thatthe farmers who have

been 580 long oppressed by unjust 
exactions are beginn ng to investigate 
for themselves the condition of the 


laws, and to ask why there should not be some 
effort to lighten the load under which they 
Stagger. The alliance, as i understand it, was de- 
signed for the purpose of aiding and enabling the 
farmers of the county, by investigation, to under- 
stand, and by organization to overthrow anid 
repeal, those laws which deny “equal rights to all,” 
and which grant “special privileges toany.” In 
that undertaking all lovers of justice and far play 
must certainly bid yon Godspeed, and I shall 
deem it not only a duty, but a pleasure, both in 
office and out of it, to contribute whatever of in- 
dustry and ability 1 possess to aid and cheer you 
in the struggle. 
FAVORS RAILROAD KEGULATION. 

Iam heartily in favor of the regulation of rail- 
roads, so that they shall remain competitive, etc. 
Ihad the honor of having charge, on the floor of 


the house, of the bill which was passed 
in the forty-ninth congress, establishing a 
national railroad commission, and inaug- 
wrating ai systen of regniation of _ inter 


state commerce. In my speech at that time— 
which, L believe, was circulated in the district—I 
maintained the rightand urged that it was the 
duty of congress, so far as it could, to protect the 
people from the unjust exactions, extortions and 
discriminations on the part of the common Ccar- 
riers of the country. I favor and have spoken 
and yoted tor a reduction of tariff taxes and such 
a change of the laws as would reduce the burdens 
now resting on the agricultural and laboring 
classes of the country. Our present tariff law 
imposes an average duty or tare of forty-seven 
per cent on imported dutiable articles, and by 
thus putting a burden on foreign manufactured 
goods, enables our home manutacturers to charge 
home consumers nearly or quite that much in 
advance of whatthey onght to pay for the home 
made articles they buy. 
ILLUSTRATION OF PROTECTION. 

Our people pay $220,000,000 tax or duty on for- 
eign goods, which goes into the treasury, and they 
pay at least $00,000,000 enhanced price on home 
made goods, which goes into the pockets of the 
American manufacturers. Let me illustrate this: 
Suppose there was no tariff law and a hat could 
be brought form Liverpool and sold here for $1. 
The American manufacturer of hats would have 
tosella like hat at the same price or go out of the 

’ business. A tariff law which imposes a duty or 
tax of forty-seven per cent. on imported hats, 


would force the American purchaser of the 
fame foreign hat to pay $1.47 for 


it and would enable the American manufacturer 
to charge $1.47 for the same American hat, This 
makes clear the tax that is put upon the buyers of 
hats, and it also makes clear at whose expense 
and how the American manufacturer is protected. 
The tariff law thus increases the price of nearly 
everything the farmers have to buy, and while 
the increase on anyone article may not be very 
reat in the aggregate it amounts @ more than a 
thousand million dollars. This vast sum is un- 
justly taken from the farmers end other con- 
Ssumers in the United Statesjand given to a privi- 
leged class, the manufacturers. 

If our laws accorded “equal rights to all and 
special privileges to none,’ a large part of these 
millions, instead of going into the treasury to be 
€xtravagantly expended, or into the pockets of 
the protective manufacturers to add to the enor- 
mous fortunes, now possessed by many of that 
Class, would remain in the pockets of the peuple 
where they rightly belonged. 

OPPOSED TO THE BANKING SYSTEM. 

Ifavor the passage of such laws as will prevent 
Bpeculation and combines, that seek to interfere 
With the prices of prime necessities and produc- 
tions. I am opposed to our national banking 
laws, for the reason that they grant special priv- 
ileges to the banks organized thereunder and dis- 
Criminate against the farmers. I do not believe 
that any private corporation should be given the 
right to regulate, to any extent, the amount 
of legal tender money that should be in circula- 
tion. I do not believe that it is just or right that 
private corporations should be permitted to con- 
tract or expand, at will, the currency of the coun- 
try. I favor, and have in the forty-ninth congress 
and this session spoken and voted in favor of the 
free coinage of silver. Ifavor, too, the issue of such 
an additional amount of treasury notes as will 
give us money sufficient to answer the demands 
of trade and commerce. 

I believe that the agricultural] laboring classes 
are now suffering more from a contraction of the 
Currency than from any other cause. We have 
hotenough money in the country. The conse- 
quence is that the purchasing power of money is 
unduly enhanced. The prices of what the farmer 
has to sell are too low and the burden of his debts 
is too great. Let me illustrate this: Suppose a 
bank held your note for $120. If there was enough 
money in the country for the wants of trade, cot- 


ton would bring say 12 cents a pound, and’ 


two bales of cotton would pay the debt. If the 
currency was greatly contracted, as it has been 
and now is, you could only get say 8 cents a pound 
for your cotton, and it would take three bales 
to pay the same debt. The amount of the debt 
in dollars has not changed at all, and yet legisla- 
tion contrasting the currency has increased your 
den to the extent of one bale of cotton, and at 
Same time increased the value of the note held 
by the bank the same amount. Thecontraction of 
currency has inflicted upon the masses of the 
People untold injury, and a proper iucrease of the 
circulating medium would afford us more im- 
mediate relief than almost any other law that 
Could be passed. 
THE SUB-TREASURY BILL. 
This brings me to the last

I fear, too, that other 
ee would resuit lrom the passage of the 
all. 

Those farmers whose necessities did not demand - 
an advance of money, of course wuuld not incur 
the expense of storage, insurance and interest 
incident to a deposit of their cotton 
in the warehouses when they could avoid this and 
attue same time get the advance in price by 
siuply keeping their cotton under shelter at 
home. This class would necessarily have to bear 
the increased taxation necessary to raise the 
moncy to execute the law and would receive no 
benefit therefrom. The merchant, the doctor, the 
mechanic, the day laborer, the wool raiser, the 
Sawinill owner, the turpentine producers, and all 
others of every occupation who do not have for 
deposit the articles mentioned in the bill, 
would be required to pay their proportionate 
part of the taxes necessary to sustain the systein, 
and yet could obtain no privileges thereunder. 
Shall we, who have so long, 80 @arnestly and so 
justly insisted upon the repeal of all laws which 
tax some for the exclusive benetit of others, now 
abandon that principle? Unfortunately, many of 
our best farmers and best men are in debt, and 
that, too, without fauit on their part. Lf it could 
be made clearly to appear that the proposed law 
would Lenefit them or assist them in the heroic 
Struggle they are now making for retief from 
their embarrassments, that would be very munch 
but a careful examination of the

provisions of the bill and much thought 
deyoted to its probable effect have satis- 
fied me that no substantial good to any 


Class could come fromit. I fear it might unsettle 
valucs; I fear it would invite injurious speculation 
in farm products; [fear it would result in great 
loss to those whose necessities prompted them to 
deposit their crops, and I fear it wou'd make cer 
tain and easy the forination of combinations and 
trusts to cofftrol, atthe wil! of the speculator, the 
price of the prime necessities of life. 

Sympathizing fully and unreservediy with tne 
object and purpose of your organization, I think I 
can suggest a better plan than that proposed in 
the subtreasury bill—a pian more likely to relieve 
the people; a plan not open to, objection, and one 
which we are more likely to be able to carry out 
than any other which promises relief, The farmers 
need relief; they need speedy relief, and 
I submit that it is the part 
oft wisdom in choosing @ measure or measures to 
afford it, and to press such as we can reasonably 
hope to pass, and such as experience has demon- 
strated will accomplish our purpore,rather than to 
imsist upon one that is novel; which involves the 
expenditure of vast sums of money; which many of 
our best and most worthy farmers oppose; which 
hany persons believe would prove a curse rather 
than a biessing, and which, 1.venture to Say, it 
would be almost, if not quite im; ossible to pass. 
Recognizing fully the pressing necessity for relief, 
the remedy | would suggest is: increase largely 
the currency of the country, so that the burdens 
of those in debt will be hghtened; provide for the 
free coinage of silver; reduce greatly the tarilf, so 
that the omPliens.that-are Now annuaily un- 
justiy exacted from the people Hpany 
remain with them; repeal alllaws of every kind 
and character which grant to any person or ciass 
of persons special privileges and advantages over 
others, and insist upon an ecoromical administra- 
tion of the affairs of the government. ‘ihe farmers 
all over the country are investigating the cause of 
the languishing condition of agriculture. They will 
find it in the special and class legislation of the 
republican party to which I haye reierred. When 
the cause is clearly understood, it seems to me the 
remedy should appear to them, and simple they 
wi! §yd it, and organization and co-operation 
Wilt enable them to find it most quickly in the 
repeal of special and class legislation; in the in- 
crease of currency; in an economical admin- 
istrations of the affairs of the govern- 
ment, and in the enforcement of 
the principle $0 well ex pressed in 
the motto of yourorder: ‘‘Kqual Rights to All 
and Speciat Privileges to None.”’ 

I huye waitten at some length, because I coukl 
not, in fewer words, define my position, and I 
have written frankly and candidly because I fully 
realize and recognize your rights as friends and as 
democrats, to know my views on any public ques- 
tion. I have always believed that between a rep- 
resentative and the people whom he represents 
there should be perfect candor and frankness. I 
have alwavs acted upon that idea, and no consid- 
eration personal to inyself will ever prompt me to 
depart therefrom. Representing a district whose 
chief industry 1s agriculture, numbering among 
my nearest and dearest friends many engaged 
therein, and bound to the farmers of the district 
by the strongest ties of gratitude for their past 
kindness, confidence and support, it would be 
strange indeed if | were not only willing, but 
apxious, to urge and advocate any just measure 
that promised to afford them, in the slightest de 
cree, relief from the unequal and oppressive laws 
which they have so long endured in silence ;which 
have contributed so much to their present de- 
pressed condition and which are so oduous, £0 in- 
defensible and so unjust.

Resolved, That it is the sense of the majority of 
the delegates of this committee, that it is im- 
pos-ible to ever nominate a candidate if the dele- 
gates abide strictly by the inscructions given by 
the county committee, and itis the sense of this 
convention that each delegate should now use his 
best judgment in voting. 

A point of order was made that the conven- 
tion had already practically decided this ques- 
tion favorably, in allowing certain delegates 
to vote as they pleased, and Chairman Rich- 
ardson ruled the potnt well taken. Immedi- 
ately there was an appeal from the decision of 
the chair by a number of delegates, and after 
amoment’s consideration Mr. Richardson de- 
cided to put the resolution to the convention, 
and it was put and adopted by a large ma- 
jority.

THE NIGHT SESSION, 

All the delegates to the state convention 
were given badges this afternoon,fand ad- 
mission was refused all visitors, but they 
crowded into the hall anyhow, and at tonight’s 
session 5,000 people packed the hall. The con- 
fusion was so great that each ballot occupied 
over an hour. Only two were taken, and they 
resulted : 

Eighteenth Ballot—Buchanan, 706; Patter- 
son, 3984; Baxter, 444; Taylor 168. 

Nineteenth Ballot—Buchanan, 719; Patter- 
son, 374; Baxter, 355; Taylor, 144. 

At 10:10 o’clock the convention adjourned out 
of respect to the White county delegation, one 
of its members having fallen from the north- 
ern portico of the capitol and was killed. The 
unfortunate delegate was W. C. Hastings, 


who lived near Sparta. He was sit- 
ting on the edge of the portico with 
his feet on the coping. In attempting 


to rise, his feet slipped, and he fell a distance 
of twenty-five feet, striking on the stone flag- 
ging on his head. His skull was crushed, and 
his death is a matter of but a short while. 

William McClure, of McMinnville, fell from 
the same portico tonight, but alighted on his 
feet uninjured. 


SOUTH CAROLINA POLITICS.. 


The Democratic Executive Committee Issues 
an Address. 


COLUMBIA, 8. C., July 17.—{Special.]—Realizing 
the gravity of the political situation in South 
Carolina, and recognizing the fact that the con- 
tinuation of white supremacy is seriously imper- 
riled by the split in the democratic party, caused 
byfTillman and the farimers’ movement which now 
appears to be sweeping the state, the executive 
committee of the recent and Tillman democratic 
state convention wiil this evening issue an ad- 
dress to the people. After giving a history of 


the farmers’ movement, and showing the 
various inconsistencies of Captain 4 Till- 
man in connection therewith, the 


address shows that at the convention of farmers 
held here in 1887, they passed resoulutions declar- 
ing thefarmers’ movement afon-political organi- 
zation, that they were satisfied with the integrity 
of the state officers, and would not array them- 
selves against any other class or classes, These 
resolutions had been proposed by Captain Till- 
man, and were unanimously adopted. The ad- 
dress shows that the call for the march 
convention, by which Tillman was nominated, 
was made by the chairman of the executive 
committee of the farmers’ movement, without the 
authority ,andagainst the expressed wishes of that 
body. The candidate has taken the field asthe 
farmers’ movement candidate, and is asking their 
support, when,in reality, his action is entirely 
contrary to the wishes of that organization as ex- 
pressed in their convention. The address con- 
tinnes as follows: : 

Not one farmer in ten believes the charges made 
in this campaign against the democratic party or 
its officials. Every fair minded: advocate 
of the farmers’ movement sincerely regrets that 
such charges have been made and rejoices that 
they have not been sustained. A majority of the 
democrats who are embraced in this movement 
have just begun to realize the strength of the or- 

anization, and to recognize the fact that in their 
cieés rests the Pee wm power of the demo- 
cratic control. fe believe that they indorse 
neither Tillman nor his sentiments or methods, as 
such, but that of theirown movement. A major- 
ity of the farmers in the movement care hot so 
muchfor Tillman as for the success of the move- 
ment.

Mr. Hall followed brietly, releasing his friends 
from further supporting him, and favoring some 
compromise candidate. Donnelly then moved 
that a rising vote be taken on the selec- 
tion of a compromise candidate, but the chairman 
ruled the motion out of order. Mr. Rahilly said 
that he did not propose to accept any office. 

Finally, after a scene of confusion, the ballot by 
roll call was resumed. It soon became apparent 
thata large number was in favor of a com- 
promise, for on this ballot few votes were cast for 
either Hall or Donnelly, and the current was all 
in the direction of S. M. Owen, editor of the 
Farm, Stock and Home, published in Minneapolis. 

When it was apparent that a majority had 
already been cast for him, General Baker moved 
that the nomination be unanimous, and the con- 
vention so ordered.

Butithe worst effect of this tornado was in North 
St. Paul, a suburb of this city, where the storm 
yayed havoc with property for a few minutes, but 
ortunately no loss of life resulted. The storm 
struck there at 8:30, and for a few moments the 
southern limits of the little manufacturing suburb 
were wrapped in a dense cloud of mist driven 
before a furious gale, with cyclonic conditions. A 
large crowd of people have been on the lookout 
and there was the wildest consternation for a few 
moments. But the storm veered off to the east 
and passed on. The only damage was to 
the plant of the American Chair company, 
which was totally wrecked. It was a 
two-story brick -building, and stood 
next to the casket works. Being the southern- 
most building of the town, the wind caught the 
upper portion of the building and cut it off as if 
by a knife, lifting it bodily and smashing it to 
pieces some distance away. At the same time the 
walls were crushed together like an eggshell, 
leaving it an utter ruin. The loss will probably 
reach $10,000, as the company had about 3,000 
chairs for shipment which were destroyed. The 
plant was erected about eight months ago bya 
Chicago concern, and was building up a flourish- 
ing business.

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BYNUM AND THE NUISANCES. 


A Spicy Little Debate in the House Yes- 
terday,. 

WASHINGTON, July 17.—Immediately after read- 
ing the journal, the house went into committee of 
the whole (Mr. Petefs, of Kansas, in the chair) on 
thejland grant forfeiture bill. 

A short debate, participated in by Messrs. Mc- 
Rae, of Arkansas, Cobb, of Alabama, and Payson, 
of Iilinois, ensued, but the heat of the chamber 
was so great that a majority of the members 
sought the breezes to be found in the lobby, and 
but little attention was given to thetiscussion. 

Mr. Anderson, of Kansas, offered an amend- 
ment forfeiting the railroad lands not earned at 
the time limited by the granting acts. Lost— 
yeas, 37; nays, 55, 

On motion of Mr. Herbert, of Alabama, an 
amendment was adopted providing that all cash 
entries heretofore permitted to be made within 
the limits of the grant to aid in the construction 
of the Alabama and Florida, or the Mobile and 
Girard railroads, be validated and patents issued 
to purchasers thereof, provided that the govern- 
ment retains the purchase money. 

Mr. McRae, of Arkansas, offered an amendment 
directing the attorney general to institute suit 
against persons holding lands opposite to the con- 
structed portion of railroads which was not con- 
structed within the time specified in the granting 
act. 

Mr. Bynum, of Indiana, in the course of some 
brief remarks, read from the manuscript of the of- 
ficial reporters of the Record the report of the re- 
cent colloquy between Messrs. Cannon and Houk, 
in which they referred to each other as nuisances. 
This reference was omitted from the Record, and 
in alluding to the omission, Mr. Bynum quoted 
from a speech made by Mr,(@annon during the 
fiftieth congress deprecating the mutilation of 
the records. 

Mr. Cannon said that during the colloquy re- 
ferred to, in the heat of debate he (Mr. Cannon) 
and the gentleman from Tennessee (Mr. Houk) 
had said things which they would not have said in 
acoolermoment. But that colloquy had been per- 
sonal to themselves, and from time immemorial 
personal matters of that kind had been, on 
agreement between the gentlemen, left out 
of the Record. The gentleman from Tennes- 
see and himself had met as gentlemen should 
meet, after their blood had cooled a little. They 
agreed that it was due to themselves and to the 
esteem which they entertained for each other to 
leave out of the Record a purely personal matter. 
This had been done athousand times, and so far 
as he knew heretofore no man had questioned the 
Pent on one hand or the propriety on the other. 
It had remained for the gentleman from Indiana 
torisein his place and putin the Record what 
had been stricken therefrom by an agreement be- 
tween the two gentlemenconcerned. In justifica- 
tion forthis the gentleman turned back to the 
Record of the last congress and read where he 
(Mr. Cannon) protested against a mutilation of 
the Record. He recollected the circumstances 


well. It was acontroversy between the gentle- 
man from Indiana (Mr. Bynum) and 
himself. The gentleman did not come 


to him and agree to strike out what had been 
said, but hadstruck it out without consultation. 
He (Mr. Cannon) :was gratified to believe that 
there was ro representative on éither side of the 
house, save alone the gentlemen from Indiana, 
who had the heart on one hand, or the malig- 
nancy on the other, to seek to obtrude himself 
where, under the parliamentry usage of the house, 
ye did hot belong. [Applauseé:on the republican 
side.) 

Mr. Bynum said that the gentleman was mistaken 
in regard to the controversy between them in the 
last congress. He (Mr. Bynum) had not kept any- 
thing out of the Record, but had made one of his 
statements more specific. So far as the gentle- 
man’s denunciation was concerned, the geptieman 
had the perfect privilege and right to utter it 
here. (Republican hisses, ] 

Mr. Cannon, deprecatingly—I beg the gallant 
gentieman from Indiana not to hurt me outside 
of the house. {Laughter.] 

Mr. Houk said that both the gentlemen from 
Illinois and himself. had felt that they had been 
gente of animpropriety in their remarks. They 
iad believed that, with propriety, the remarks 
should be eliminated from the Record, and by 
common consent certain things which had 
appeared in the newspapers had not appeared in 
the Record. The gentleman from Indiana had now 
dug up from some source what had passed 
between the gentleman from Illinois and himself 
(Mr. Houk). If this were any consolation to the 
gentleman, he hoped that the gentlemen would 
sleep better and eat better and send the Record to 
his constituents, to show them upon 
what their Cesar fed. [Laughter.} It had not 
been palatabic tothe gentleman from LIlinois or 
himself, and they had felt like ridding themselves 
and the house and the public of it. But it seemed 
to be a palatable diet to the gentleman from In- 
(liana, and he could feed upon it until he was full 
to the chin. [fLaughter. Naturalists asserted 
that the alligator placed himself in the sunshine, 
opened his jaws and waited for flies and worms to 
walk in, when he sucked them down. Lf there was 
any member who took pleasure in feeding on that 
sort of diet, God bless his soul, let him take it to 
his heart’s content. [Laughter.] 

The McRae amendment was lost—72 to 93. 

The bill was reported to the house and passed. 
The bill, which is the senate bill with the house 
substitute therefor, forfeita all lands granted to 
aidin the construction of railroads opposite to 
and coterminous with a portion of any such rail- 
road not now completed. 

The house adjourned.

This morning Bird, 
being dissatisfied with the trade, hitched up the 
mule to his road cart, and, aecompanied by 
his brother John, drove up to Dr. Norton’s_ place.

+. the keys, Willie Bird drew his pistol and told his 


brother John to break down the door and take the 
mute out. yee 

At this time Norton shot the two Birds, as two 
reports were heard. No one witnessed the shoot- 
-ing except Mrs. Norton anda colored boy. Im- 
mediately after the shooting, young Norton, ac- 
companied by the negro boys hitched up a buggy 
and left. It is thought that they crossed the Sa- 
vannah river at Sisters’ ferry, and are now in 
South Carolina. 

The family of the young men are still ignorant 
of their death, and will not knowfbefore midnight. 
The coroner will take charge of the bodies tonight, 
when possibly more light will be developed at the 
inquest. This will be quite a shock to Colonel E. 
Bird, who has beena father to the young Birds 
since they were small boys, as their father died 
when they were quite young.

THE IRRIGATION CLAUSE. 


Of The Sundry Civil Bill Causes a Dis- 
cussion in The Senate, 

WASHINGTON, July 17.—Mr. Gray moved that 
the senate proceed to take consideration of the 
house bill to transfer the revenue marine service 
from the treasury department to the naval estab- 
lishment. 

Mr. Allison expressed the hope that the motion 
would not be pressed, as it was very important 
that the sundry civil appropriation bill should be 
disposed of as soon as possible. 

Mr. Gray withdrew the motion, but said he 
would renew it at the first convenient time, 

The senate resumed consideration of the sundry 
civil appropriation bill, the pending question be- 
ing on the amendment to add to the appropriation 
of $300,000 for topographic surveys, a proyision 
that one-half that sum should be expended westof 
the 10lst meridian, and that the act of October 
1888, reserving frrigable lands, be repealed. 

Mr. Call continued his argument of yesterday 
against the amendment. Heargued in favor of 
the continuance of irrigation surveys, and said 
that all irrigation schemes on a large scale that 
had been successful had been established by the 
government. 

Mr. Moody arguedin favor of the amendment 
and spoke of its transcendent importance to the 
people of South Dakota. 

Mr. Morgan addressed the senate. He said that 
the senators who had spoken as to the magnitude 
and importance of the subject bad not under- 
rated it. He spoke of the irrigation eee 
contained in the sundry civil appropriation Will 
of 1888, as ill considered, as the most meager, un- 
certain and unsatisfactory system for the disposal 
of public lands that anybody could ever have con- 
céived of. That act, he said, had not been the re- 
su't of deliberation in either house, but was the 
result of an understanding in a conference 
committee on an appropriation bill. 
He did not see how the secretary 
of the interior, or the attorney Pigeon or presi- 
dent of the United States, could have put any 
other construction on that law than had been put 
upon it, the applicascon of which took 1,200,000 
square miles of territory out of the reach of the 
benignant system of land laws, which it had 
taken 50 many years to mature, and to make it 
equitable in every respect. That was the only 
construction that could be given to it. 

Mr. Reagan repliedto Mr, Morgan’s argument 
and spoke in opposition to the amendment and in 
favor of continuing the irrigation survey. He 
described the journeyings of the senate com- 
mit.ee on irrigation last summer in the” western 
states and territories, andtold how his observa- 
tions on that trip had led him to favora system 
of irrigation that would make lands that are now 
arid fruitful and rich. 

Without finishing his remarks, Mr. Reagan 
yielded the floor for a motion to oy yen no prog- 
ress having been made with the bill today, 

Mr. Allison offered a resolution, whick he said 
he would not ask iinmediate action on, making it 
in order at any time to move that debate on any 
amendment, or all amendments, to the appropria- 
tiun bills, be limited to five minutes for each sen- 
ator, the question on such motion to be determ- 
ined without debate. He remarked that such res- 
olutions had been frequently adopted by the sen- 
ate. 

After a short executive session the senate, at 
6:15, adjourned till tomorrow at 11 a. m.

SF TT A TT 
Of Georgia Holding Its Annual Convention 
in Macon. 

Macon, Ga., July 17.—[{Special.]—Fhe Col- 
ored Alliance of Georgia is holding its annual 
convention in Macon. The convention con- 
vened yesterday, at 9 o’clock, in the court 
house, about 200 delegates being present. 

The plans and purports of the alliance 
as explained to THe Constitution by its 
president, Ed 8. Richardson, are good and cal- 
culated to benefit the colored race. The pres- 
ident of the alliance is a very conservative ne- 
gro, and one that has done credit to himself and 
his race. He says the alliance has persistently 
refused to meddle with politics and does not 
propose to be led into the same trap as has the 
white alliance. 

A SENSIBLE NEGRO, 

The following isa resolution offered by J. 
W. Carter, one of the state trustees, and which 
was adopted. 

As will be seen, it is a sensible document, 
and if some of the ideas set forth are followed 
out the members of the alliance will ‘be bene- 
fitea: 

MACON, Ga., July 16th, 1890.—We, the committee 
on resolutions for publication, beg leave to report 
as follows: A 

Be It Resolved, That we, the Colored Farmers’ 
National Alliance and Co-operative Union, of 
Georgia, upon our declaration of purposes,whose 
object is the elevation of our people by teaching 
them the love of their wives, children, homes, 
education, accumulation of wealth, love to God 
and their countfy, the advocacy of true justice, 
judgmé@nt and equality between man and man 
obedience to lawful authority, shunning all 
crime and vice, regard politics’as a gigantic 
evil, and do hereby protest against its being 
brought into any of our suballiances in the state. 
But we earnestly and sincerely ask that the jury 
commissioners throughout this grand old state, of 
which we are all so proud and truly devoted 
to, as soon as their conception of the code of 
Georgia will so serve them, draw colored men on 
the jury, at least in those cases where our people 
are to be tried; and be it further 

Resolved, That we tender our heartfelt thanks 
to Colonel R. M. Humphrey, our national superin- 
tendent, for his faithful services rendered, 

BUSINESS TRANSACTED. 

The alliance re-elected E. S. Richardson

If the Worst Comes. 

The south will be able to hold her own 
ander the force bill. 

Federal supervisors and carpet baggers 
may do their worst, but they will fail when 
they attempt to Africanize this vast region. 

If nothing else will save us, the determi- 
nation of our people to maintain home rule 
will place us under a military despotism. 

We have had a taste of bayonet rule in 
the past, and it was better than the rule of 
fraud. This was not a state, but a military 
district, in the days of reconstruction. Offi- 
cers and soldiers swarmed everywhere, but 
in the main they were good fellows, in 
favor of fair play, and with a hearty con- 
tempt for the corrupt methods of republican 
civilians. They never hurt us when they 
could help it. When the pestiferous John 
E. Bryant started out to stump the state we 
punched his head and battered him soundly 
all the way from Nickajack to Tybee Light. 
The soldiers were discreetly blind. They 
enjoyed the racket. The bayonet rule busi- 
ness was a farce. Our young men organ- 
ized and made themselves felt in every 

3 county in the state. They snapped their 
fingers at courts martial and prisons, and 
their enthusiasm spread like a prairie fire. 
Our campaign against our oppressors was 
nore than a revolution—it was an illumina- 
tion that brightened the skies everywhere. 

In that glorious erathe indomitable spirit 
of the freemen of Georgia was equal to the 
emergency. The bulldozing carpet baggers 
were beaten toa pulp. The robbers of the 
state were sent to the chain gang or driven 
out. The people recaptured their own, and 
held it, and the good-natured military com- 
manders with their soldiers disappeared 
from the scene. 

What we did twenty years ago we can do 
again. Weare not going to allow any mon- 
keying with the ballot box. Our votes shall 
be counted, and all the swindling federal su- 
pervisors that are sent here cannot prevent 
it. If they are stubborn in their crusade of 
fraud, they will be met in a way that will 
bring military rule. The federal army will 
stand by the southern whites, and protect 
them until they regain the control of their 
own affairs. 

So much for the worst, if it comes. The 
southern people will not allow their states to 
be stolen or Africanized. Before they will 
submit to such an infamous climax they will 
cheerfully go back to the desolation of 
twenty years ago and begin their fight for 
freedom again. , 


There Is No Peace. 

The peace congress now in session in Lon- 
don is composed of {good men working for a 
noble cause, but the whole business is up 
in the air. 

Speaking of this body, the St. James Ga- 
wette says that it would do well to note the 
fact that the tariff bill now before ¢ongress 
typifies a most barbarous form of war, in 
that it assails not armies, but homes. 

The Gazette might have said much more. 
There is no peace, It is war everywhere in 
some shape. In business, in politics and in 
society there is war. Ina _ more restricted 
sense, the outlook for war was never more 
certain. Russia and England, and France 
and Germany are getting ready for the ine- 
vitable conflict. Several.robber nations are 
preparing to fight over Africa. Salvador 
and Guatemala are massing hostile armies. 
Even in this country there is a clamor fora 
bigger navyin anticipation of trouble over 
the Behring sea matter. 

Men have always been at war, and will be 
until the end of time. The strong will 
push the weak to the wall, and when actual 
violence is not used, men will destroy each 
other by the methods théy adopt in law, pol- 
itics and business. 

An international peace congress has about 
as much influence as a circle of old women 
drinking tea and discussing the affairs of 

heir neighbors. 


Republican States’-Rights Men. 

The fact that the republicans of Kansas 
are developing into a states’-rights party is 
matter for astonishment. This development 
is going on under the operations of the re- 
cent decision of the supreme court, in regard 
to original packages, which was made with 
the aid of democratic justices. 

Many communities in Kansas are holding 
public meetings for the purpose of protest- 
ing against the original package saloons that 
have been established under the protection 
of this centralizing decision of the supreme 
court. 

At these meetings, such resolutions as the 
following are adopted, this particular reso- 
Jution coming from Council Grove: ‘Since 
it is an accepted maxim of our government 
that it is a government of the people, by the 
people and fur the people, we believe that 
the people are a higher judicatory than even 
the supreme court, which is only their ser- 
vant, to declare their will. Therefore, we, the 
people of Council Grove, assert our right 
and the right of our state to regulate’ our 
own loca] matters when not interfering with 
national rights, and we pledge ourselves by 


, voice, vote and action, to sustain the prohi- 
ition laws of Kansas.”’ 


This was a republican prohibition meet- 
ing, hut the distinctive republicans have the 
states’-rights fever to a degree that is te- 
markable. Lieutenant Governor Felt spoke 
as follows at’ republican conrty conven- 
tion: ‘The sup court of the United 
States has overruled the laws of our country 
which have stood the test for nearly one 
hundred years, and has in the power 
of the liquor traffic, - Tespect the 
mandates of the supreme court P 
States, 1 consider that I owe my 
ance to the constitution and laws oMkwmy 
state.”’

The Savannah-Macon Paper on Issues. 

Only the other day THE CONSTITUTION 
was engaged in a little discussion with Brer 
Estill’s Savannah News concerning the atti- 
tude of that paper toward the Farmers’ alli- 
ance.

It is an easy matter to get up a heated 
and unnecessary controversy over side 
issues. One of the results of this sort of 
thing—of crimination and recrimination be- 
tween the farmers and other classes of dem- 
ocrats—is to be seen in the great danger that 
now threatens the democratic party in South 
Carolina, where there is every sign and 
promise of a disastrous break in the organ- 
ization. 

In the democratic party as it is at present 
constituted, there are necessarily differences 
of opinion.

amusement, or recitation to the disturbance 
of others on the first day of the week, com- 
monly known as the Lord’s Day, in any 
place subject to the, exclusive juris- 
diction of the United States. It is made 
unlawful for any person or corporation to 
receiye pay for labor or service rendered in 
violation of this provision. 

Such a law, with similar legislation on the 
part of the states, would do much to pre- 
serve the Christian Sabbath from the as- 
saults now being made upon it. In this 
country there are 2,500,000 persons who 
are compelled to work .on Sunday. ‘These 
Sunday workers will gradually become an 
element that will bea standing menace to 
religion and morality. We must makea 
distinction between necessary and unneces- 
sary Sunday work. In the south this has 
always been the case, with the exception of 
a few localities. But there is great danger 
of the complete secularization of the Sab- 
bath in the north and west. Senator 
Blair’s bill should receive the serious con- 
sideration of our law makers.

Then the legislature,will be asked to extend 
the slight state récognition that was given the 
old G. M. I. 

No appropriation is contemplated. 

It is assured in advance that the stock will 
be readily suliscribed. It could easily be done 
in Atlanta, bat the plan is to have the G. M. 
[. alumni all over the state financially, as weil 
as in sentiment, concerned in the success of the 
enterprise. 

For this reason the amount of stock to be 
subscribed here is limited, and the balance 1s 
to be distributed over the state.

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DANGERS OF THE 


FORCE BILL. 


Southern Investers Alarmed Over Its Prob- 
able Passage. 
From the Philadelphia Record. 

“T consider it dangerous for the business inter- 
ests of the country to pass the federal election 
bill, which is now under consideration in the sen- 
ate,” said Mr. Hantilton Disston, one of 
Philadelphia’s stalwart and most’ prominent 
republicans and business men, while 
discussing that measure recently. Mr. 
Disston added that he would communicate with 
the Pennsylvania senators and urge them to vote 
against the bill. Mr. Disston, like hundreds of 
other capitalists in Philadelphia and throughout 
the north, has extensive interests in the south, 
andthe development and success of these enter- 
prises are threatened if the force bill should be- 
come a law. 

There is no doubt in the minds of investors who 
have given the subject any consideration at all 
that the present prosperity of the new south will 
be shurt lived if the iniquitous force bill should 
become a law and a horde of federal officials 
should invade every state for the purpose of 
controlling congressional eleetions. ouble 
would surely follow; {capital would 
Shrink from touching any enterprise in 
the south ; furnaces would go out of blast, spin- 
dies would cease to run, work would be suspended 
in the iron ore and coal mines, and the railroads 
would speedily default in the payment of interest 
charges. This picture is not overdrawn, as south- 
ern investors well know if they have stopped to 
consider the discontent that would ensue in that 
section by the passage of the Ledge bill. 

Philadelphia alone has fully $50,000,000 invested 
n diversified industries in Virginia, Alabama, Ten- 
nessee, Georgia and Florida, the bulk of it having 
gone into Virginia, a state teeming with mineral 
wealth. In Florida alone there are over $3,000,000 
of Philadelphia capital, mostly represented by Mr. 
Disston’s enterprises, while another $1,500,000 has 
gonethere from various parts of Pennsylvania. 
Money has been flowing from Philadelphia and 
Pennsylvania into Alabama and Tennessee for the 
development of the iron industries of those 
states, and now it is proposed to arrest this march 
of capital by a law that can only precipitate tur- 
moil and discontent throughout the whole seuth. 

It is a difficult matter to estimate the amount of 
northern capital that has gone inte the south 
during the past tén years, but it is admitted that 
the figures soar around several hundred millions 
of dollars. In consequence of this steady flow of 
wealth, the south is now making the same prog- 
ress that the west did a dozen years ago. North. 
ern and capital no longer finds its only 
investments in the western states.

The official countiofithe votes cast at Wednes- 
day’s primary election showed ‘no change in 
the result. Tur Constirution’s figures were 
correct, the only difference being that the 
official count gives Mr. Howell 1,545 and Mr. 
Arnold 495, instead of 1,547 and 493, as they 
appeared in yesterday’s table. 

The meeting of the county executive com- 
mittee at the courthouse, at noon yesterday, 
attracted quite a number of friends of tho 
different candidates. Mr. Culberson, chair- 
man of the committee, called the meeting to 
order promptly at noon, but there was a short 


wait for a quorum. 

As soon as the eleventh member of the com- 
mittee reported his presence, Mr, Martin 
Amorous was asked to act as secretary, and 
the work of receiving the returns were begun. 

The first ward returns was read, and when 
the figures had been taken down Mr. Albert, 
who made the report, said: “Mr. Chairman, I 
think it is fair to some voter of the first ward 
to let him know that instead of a ballot he 
dropped a note in the box. I reckon there 
will be no objection to the note being turned 
over to him if he calls for it.” 

The second, third, fourth and fifth 
ward returns were read, and then the sixth 
ward was called. 

THE SIXTH WARD. 

Judge Landrum read the official report of 
the managers. It made the figures as they 
apperred in THe Constitution. Mr. Howell 
409, Mr. Martin 242, Mr. Goodwin 229, Mr.

Dr. Thomas Coyle, of Georgia, who de- 
monstated in a successful manner lateral con- 
tours and treated the subject practically by}his 
own pi sang inethod, which was universally 
endorsed by the dentists, who watched the 
performance with great interest, 

Dr. Greene finished the two porcelain crowns 
which he had _ so successfully begun 
the preceding day. 

Dr. B. H. Teague finished the casting of 
the zinc die, made inside of an iron casting. 

Dr. W. H. Richards exhibited a new and 
useful instrament for bleaching . teeth and 
treating ar abscess quite satisfactorily. 

Dr. =. oe Hunter exhibited 
a practical adjustment for taking impressions 
ona new modeling compound, and this was 
a great hitamong the dentists. 

Dr. George Evans, of New York, completed 
the work he had begun the day before of in- 
serting five crowns. 

Dr. Newbern, of Memphis, Tenn., ably 
assisted by Miss Annie Davis, 
showed some fine practical ex- 


‘periments in central filling and other scientfi 


work. His work, though tedious, only occupie 
two hours. 

Dr. H. C. Herring, of North Carolina, ex- 
hibited the beautiful anticeptic properties of 
cocaine for painless extraction and implanta- 
tion of teeth. 

Dr. Ottenguey, of New York, showed some 
difficult experiments in implantation of teeth. 

The clinics were largely attended, and were 
interesting throughout. 

The Afternoon Session. 


Promptly at 3 o’clock, the dentists assembled 
again to transact the business that awaited 
them for the afternoon session. 

The meeting was called to order by President 
Storey, in the Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion hall, and the evening was devoted chiefly 
to the reading of papers as reported 
by Dr. C. §. Chisholm, chairman 
of the committee of literature and voluntary 
essays. 

Dr. Chisholm read a very interesting paper 
on ‘‘Periodical Literature.

ATLANTA'S POST OFFICE WILL BE 
KEPT OPEN AT NIGHT. 


postmaster Lewis Gets Desirable Additions 
tu the Service—The Future Manage- 
ment of the Office. 


A night postal service. 

Postinaster Lewis got it yesterday morning. 

His appeal to the postoffice authorities in 
Washington for further apprepriations was 
fully complied with, and he received notifica- 
tion yesterday to put in such additional clerks 
and carriers as he had asked for, 

General Lewis will at once look to the insti- 
guting of a thorough night postal service. 

He will put ina night general delivery clerk, 
a night registry clerk and an additional night 


mailing clerk. 


This will bring a much improved service for . 


Atlanta, allowing the people to get their mail 
gntil midnight from the office, and giving the 
night work in the postofficea nmruch more 
business like air. 

Postmaster Lewis asked for $4,000 for addi- 
tional clerk hire. He has been allowed some- 
thing more than $3,000. 

HOW HE WILL MANAGEUIT. 

He said yesterday: “Iam undecided as to 
whether I shall begin the night service at 
once or wait until after the civil service exam- 
{nation on the 5th day of August. 

“When I do begin it, I shall run it until 
9 or 10, or perhaps 12 o’clock, just as the cir- 
cumstances may demand. Isha!l keep theof- 
fice open as long as is desired by the people. 

“The registry departinent will hot be kept 
open, but the additional help in this depart- 
ment will afford a quick transportation of 
registered mail at nicht. 

“One extra collector will be put on the 
streets at once, giving eleven collections of 
mail in the business part of the city and four 
collections just out of it. 

“T have other improvements in contempla- 
tion which I shal! certainly get in dwe season. 
Iam determined to get a thorough and quick 
gystem of mail service here.” 

HOW TO GET YOUR MAIL. 

Postmaster Lewis says all persons whose 
names are notin the city delivery should send 
them to the postoffice officials, to be putin 
their complete mail directery, which they are 
compiling every day. 

In this way many delays in the delivery of 
mail can be avoided. 

The ofticials are working to se@ure a perfect 
directory of the city with every person’s name 
and address. 

To do this they must be assisted by the citi- 
gens of Atianta. 

THE CIVIL SERVICE EXAMINATION. 

The next civil service examination will oc- 
eur on August Sth, and it is greatly desired by 
the board that all persons contemplating en- 
tering the examination should make known 
their application at once. 

It is yery probable that the next exam- 
ination be taken by a large number of ap- 
plicants, and the authorities wantto get the 
examination in perfect readiness before it takes 
piace. 

The improvements on the postoffice build- 
ing are being pushed steadily to completion. 
Many changes will be made on the interior.

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SYSTEMATIC BURGLARY. 


A Gang That is Getting in Its Work in the 
Third Ward. 

The third ward has been invaded by an organ- 
ized gang of burglars. 

Within the past two days six residences have 
been entered and burglarized. 

In cach instance the burglar secured entrance to 
the house by cutting a slat from the shutters, and 
then unfastening them and hoisting the windows.

THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES HAVE A 
MEETING YESTERDAY. 


President Calhoun Submits a Report Show- 
ing the Progress of the Work—The 
ae Treasurer’s Keport. 


The board of trustees of the Confederate 
home held a meeting yesterday at the state 
capitol. 

There were present Judge W. L. Calhoun, 
Dr. Amos Fox, Hon. W. T. Smith, of Gwin- 
nett; Captain W. D. Ellis, General Phil Cook, 
Captain Nelson Tift, of Albany, and thesecre- 
tary, Captain Tip Harrison. 

President Calhoun submitted the following 


report, showing the progress of the work: 

Tothe Trustees of the Confederate Soldiers’ 
Home of Georgia. Gentlemen: The following is 
the status of the Contederate home building at 
thia time: The outside is entirely completed, ex- 
cept soine veranda work, including the ainting ; 
plastering two-thirds done ; floor all laid, except 
main hall; library, memorial halland dining room, 
brick and stone work all finished, except a small 
amount fur the heater and sanitary system ; inte- 
rior of north side completed, except dvors and 
windows and inside painting ; all the extra cefli 
in the lower story is up ,, - age dl verandas 
ceiled and floored; gas P have been Jaid 
through the entire buildin chen one-fifth of the 
finish remains 0 be done; doors and 
windows are en route and will be hung on arrival, 
and blinds have ‘been ordered; the building 
is about ready forrunning the stairw ays; kitchen 
fioored and finished, exe ept painting inside; 
slate work completed ‘and tin work nearly done. 
The cisterns and waterworks have not been com- 
menced, for the reason that I was disappointed in 
getting estimates, etc., for the same, and I have 
now placed the matter in the hands of Messrs, 
Wingate & Mell, who will determine in afew days 
the best mode, and make a bid for the work. ‘The 
contractors, Messrs. Austin & Boylston, have done 
their work well, and expect to complete the house 
about the Ist of September.
